* REPORT. OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Supervisory Union No. 5 was formed according to the 
new law, redistricting the State of New Hampshire, in the 
spring of 1919 and includes Acworth, Charlestown, Lemp- 
ster, Langdon and Marlow. The superintendent of schools 
officially took charge, September lst, 1919. The schools 
‘n Acworth were found to lack many things which the 
school board had long recommended but without State-aid 
were unable to procure. In order to secure the money from 
the State, a program of repair and remodeling was reported 
to Concord, and the school buildings are being placed in 
shape to meet the minimum requirements of heat, light and 
ventilation. Many more changes will be needed before 
State-aid can be secured for another year. Theis anterest; 
ing to know that the State eranted to Acworth $200 more 
than was requested by the school board for this year, thus 
more than fulfilling the promise for aid in assisting the 
schools of this town. 


The schools are costing the town more than is neces- 
sary on account of children being retarded from passing 
from grade to grade because attendance in former years has 
not been considered important by all parents. The record 
of attendance is improved this year, but until all unite in an 
endeavor to secure maximum attendance the School Board 
will still be forced to prevent graduation from grade to 
grade, because of lack of scholarship. 

A much greater number of textbooks is needed for 
the schools, in order to put informational reading before the 
children and secure a love for reading and place them on the 
same plane of knowledge as is occupied by the children of 
schools in other towns. Special emphasis has been laid this 
year on the importance of the “three R’s” as a basis for liv- 
ing. 
This year, by schoolboard ruling, teachers are required 
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to supervise the playtime of the children and one hot dish is 
provided at each noon hour, cooked in the schoolroom. The 
results have been most gratifying. 

Medical inspection was designed to point out to parents 
the causes for poor scholarship which will stand in the way, 
also, of success in later years. It is hoped that the parents 
will not permit children to go uncared for, when once the 
troubles are explained to them. 

The chief needs of the buildings are more light and 
ventilation, and more sanitary toilets. 

The State Program is followed in the schools by coop- 
erating with Charlestown this year in the loan of textbooks. 
With another vear’s funds at hand. it is hoped to secure for 
Acworth a full supply of textbooks owned by the school 
district. 

A definite advance in the salaries paid teachers is to be 
expected, and will be naid those teachers who make use of 
the summer for securing better method in teaching by at- 
tendance at summer schools. 

A return to the method of years ago in the introduc- 
ing of manual training for boys and cooking and sewing for 
girls is being made. Several of the schools and homes now 
possess articles of value made by the school children. * 

A Parent-Teachers’ organization is needed and is prob- 
ably to be formed another spring.
